German peop!e will know just where 
they stand 


In the first place it must be re- 


membere!d_ that any sum involved in 
the German mark has to be trans- 
lated into vegetables 
The German 


mark as a piece of money is sood for 
a hearty laush in any of the more 
prominent financial circles. 
Thus 


when we see that 
the 
May first 


statement from the 
Allies 
reads. 


"To account rendered—133,000,000,- 
000 gold marks," we have to take 
a pencil and reduce that number of 
gold marks to its equivalent 
in 


radishes, taking one gold mark to 
equal two fair siaed radishes. This 
makes 66,000,000,000 radishes that 
Germany owes. 


COMPLICATIONS FACED 


But tight here complications arise. 


There aren't that number of radishes 
in Germany today, even when you 
count in the members of the former 
royal family 
When this was dis- 


covered another conference was held. 
Now there is a 
certain 
principle 


which has to be followed in all finan- 
cial discussion involving sums over 
$100. 
Theie is probably not more 
than $100 in actual cash in circula- 
tion today. That is, if jou were to 
call m all the bills and silver and 
gold in the country at noon tomorrow 
and pile them up on the table you 
-^rould find that you had just about 
(JIOO, with perhaps several Canadian 
pennies and a few peppermint life 
savers. 


All the rest of the money you hear 


about doesn't exist. 
It is conversa- 


tion money. 
"When you hear of a 
transaction involving $50,000.000 it 
means that one firm wrote $50,000,- 
000 on a piece of paper and gave it 
to another firm and the other firm 
took it homeland said: 


"Look, mama, I got $50,000,000." 
But when mama asked for a dollar 


and a quarter out of it to pay the 
man who washed the windows, the 
answer wag that the iirm hadn't got 
more tftan seventy cents in cash.

Irrigationists' Call. 


Calling attention to a resolution re- 


cently passed liy the city commis- 
sion of Sacramento, urging all boards 
of trades and chambers of com- 
merce 
and 
other 
organizations 
throughout the state to formulate 
plans which will place on the ballot 
at the nert genera! state election a 
measure to initiate such a law as, will 
embody the principals outlined in 
Senate Bill No. 397, creating a hydro- 
electric power commission, the State 
Irrigation Association tint invited the 
League of California Municipalities 
to meet in a joint conferenc- which 
will be held in Sacramento May 20. 
The conference will be held for 


the purpose of considering the mat- 
ter of state development in which 
both cities and country districts will 
have a mutual interest. The session 
will be held in the city hall At Sacra- 
mento at 11 o'clock. 
The general subject for consider- 


ation will be the conservation of the 
water resources of the slate, having 
in view the utilization of the Vwiter, 
now going to waste, for the develop- 
ment of hydro-electric power and its 
subsequent use for irrigation. 
According to C. E Hewes, of Ala- 
meda, president ot the league, both 
city and country districts have a vital 
interest in the problem, and how 
they may best co-operate to solve It, 
is a matter which calls for immediate 
consideration. 
One of the paragraphs in the res- 


olution pas&ed in Sacramento, 
to 
which attention is called, follows: 


"And we therefore resolve that as 
city commissioners of Sacramento we 
request all bodies of a similar nature, 
all boards of trade and chambers of 
commerce, and particularly do we

The aerial torpedo was being de- 


veloped by England in 1918. Of 
course today t.hla weapon is a fact; 
if a war of powers brokie out again 
tomorrow the aerial torpedo would 
be as great a factor in naval combat 
as the aerial bomb was on the west- 
ern front. 
The British Air Service 
has already conducted extensive and 
successful experiments 
with 
the 
aerial torpedo. 
In 191S the British 
felt that this would be a powerful 
arm in 'its naval • supremacy. 
Its 
possibilities as seen were 
beyond 
computation. 
Sir Percy Scott, the 


retired admiral who leads the agita- 
tion here against the capital ship 
idea, insisted in a recent letter to the 
London Times that it fas possible 
to build a submarine torpedo carry- 
ing a ton of TNT, but the Air Min- 
istry foresaw two years ago that if 
an airplane could carry a one ton 
bomb, which its "V" and "O" planes 
could do^ a seaplane could carry a 
one ton torpedo. 


NAVAIl SECRETS GUARDED 
Britain's naval secrets are just as 


closely guarded today aa they were 
during the developments after the 
battle of Jutland. The successful at- 
tempt made last year to torpedo all 
the battleships at Portsmouth with 
the aerial torpedo made in mock 
-warfare after warning had actually 
been given to the Admiral was* suf-

revelations by Britain was the ap- 
pearance off the coast here of enor- 
mous concrete towers being towed 
to sea by tugs. These towers were 
built in wartime, several stories high, 
with the intention of towing them 
by couples into sea lanes open to 
submarine attack and there sunk 
on each side and supporting a strong 
submarine net. They were not quite 
ready in November, 19IS, but they 
have now been sunk at 
different 


points along tho southern coast and 
are being used as lighthouses. After i 
they were settled on bases previously 
prepared 
by divers, concrete was i 


poured through great shafts running ] 
along the side of the towers and de- ! 
positing it on the sea bed, thus an- 
choring the towers permanently. 


A new development ot these pro- 


posed submarine net.s was the float- 
ing magnet suspended on a cable be- 
tween two monitors. 
When a .sub- 


marine came within the vicinity of 
a magnet its course would be di- 
verted and its presence automatic- 
ally signaled to the monitors, which 
by converging on Die diver could i 
then destroy it. These magnets were 
in actual use on the Belgian coast 
before the war ended. 


The roofing in of harbors to make 


them bombproof was a simple and 
natural development considered in 
19IS. Men were called off work by 
air raid alarms and much time was 
lost. It i-s admitted that it would be 
impracticable to roof in a harbor 
like Dover, but tho scheme could 
well apply to dockyards and piers. 


Britain also had a long range gun 


at the time of the armistice. 
It 


was perfected by Vickers, and could 
have bombarded points 011 the Bel- 


i gia'n coast from Kent or Essex, but 
I its utility-was Questioned because it 
(could only have been directed against 
troops and the effect on enemy mor- 
als would not have been the same 


j as on a civilian population. 


Scientists during wartime 
were 


also thinking—perhaps dreaming is 
the word—of the deadly power ot 
what might be developed from tho 
principle of the X-ray. They argued 
that by hypothesis there was no limit 
to the radius of X-ray, and felt that 
it might be made a terrific offensive 
and defensive weapon with troops 
entrenched so near each other as 
they were in the war. 


. But of many of these war'inven- 
tions one now only hears utterances 
of dissatisfaction of inventors, with 
their treatment by various govern- 
ment departments. Under the Brit- 
ish code the successful inventors of 
tools of warfare are not allowed to 
talk about their work, and many new 
devices which would bo of interest 
to the .public cannot, be revealed 
owing to the stringency of the offi- 
cial secret act.

Budapest has the unique distinc- 


tion: of possessing 
more 
heautiful 


logs, the most alluring ankles and 
the shapeliest feet of any city in 
Kurope—perhaps in the world. 
To show tho.se wonderful legs, an- 


kles and feet Budapest \vomen wear 
the shortest skirts of any of their 
sex in Europe. 


If choice must be made between 


money for a new hat and money for 
a fine pair of shoes and stockings, it 
is shoes and stockings. The stockings 
are very transparent, and of a. color 
in keeping with, but slightly con- 
tracting to, the suit or dress. 


In none of the defeated countries 


does one see finite so much thread- 
bare clothing or us many tatters and

most .regarded as a reproach. Social- 
ists and Social- "Democrats there and 
in Vienna (as distinguished from the j 
rest of Austria) have succeeded for 
the time beincr in almost killing out j 
patriotism and national spirit.

Hungarian down to the worklngmen

killing out. The spirit in the Hun- 
garians appeals to any red-blooded 
American. It is a spirit whie-h Ru- 
manians. Jugoslavs and Czechoslavs, 
who have bitten huge chunks out of.

territory and ten million 'population

The women of Australia received 


commonwealth suffrage

bility with mo on equal terms in 1902 
but this did not give them suffrage or 
eligibility for the different state par- 
liaments 
and 
municipal 
councils. 


Tho position of the various states is 
about as follows: 


New South "Wales gave them mu- 


nicipal suffrage without eligibility to 
office in 1867, franchise for the legis- 
lative assembly in 1902 and eligibility 
for Parliament and municipal coun-

South Australia gave municipal 


suffrage in 1880, franchise for legis- 
lative assembly and council in 1894, 
eligibility for the legislature m 1894 
and eligibility for municipal councils 
in 1915. 


Western Australia gave the munic-

1871, franchise 
of 
tho legislative 


council ttnd assembly in 1S99 and eli- 
gibility for ail in 1920. 


__ QtlJEKXSLANO BEHIND. 
Queensland is still a little behind- 


hand, for, while women have had 
municipal franchise since 1SS6 anrt 
legislative franchise since 1905, they 
are still without the right to a seat 
in the various sessions. 


Victoria, having given the vote to 


women 
for municipal councils in

followed with a vote for thu 


legislative council and assembly in 
1908, but did not give the women a 
right to representation by one of 
their own sex in Parliament or coun- 
cil until 1919.

by Big Power Step; 


Details Given.

It i.« the new Caribou hydro-electric station 
in Feather River Canyon, formal opening of which was celebrated in the presence of a num- 
ber of influential Oaklanders yesterday.

CARIBOU POWER PLANT, Plu- 


mas county. Cal, May ".—Members! 
of the delegation of capitalists, busi- 
ness men and state officials, includ- 
ing a number from Oakland, were 
on their way home tonight deeply j 
Impressed after having witnessed the 
Inauguration of the Great Western. 
Power Company's new hydro-gen- 
eration service here. 


The start of operations of the first | 


units of the Caribou development' 
•went without a hitch under the di- • 
rection of installation engineers. In i 
a few days the plant will be turned 
over to a regular operating force. 


Miss Eleanor Fleishhackcr, daugh- 
ter of Mortimer Plci-shhackcr, presi- 
dent of the Great Western, revolved 
a valve which m turn opened other 
valves, releasing' four heavy streams 
of water 
from the new 9200-foot 


Butt creek tunnel viaduct ugam&t 
the two turbo-generators, each of 
20,000 kilowatt hour capacity. 


LOOK OVKK SCENE. 


Beforo that the delegation of more 
than a hundred, which arrived here 
Saturday 
morning from Oakland, 
had looked over the works and had 
it explained. 


Ultimately the Caribou develop- 
ment will be increased from ifi.OOO I 
to 176,000 horsepower. It will form 
a. large surplus in place of last year's 
power deficiency and under a recent 
agreement entered before the State 
Hailroad Commission the surplus will 
be sold to the Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric Company. 
The starting of the Caribou plant 
is a significant mark in California 
hydro-electric 
development. It is 
but one step in the Great Western 
plan which contemplates making use 
of the entire water power facilities 
of the Feather river, which includes 
the storage of Lake Almanor, form- 
erly Big- Meadows. For the next few 
•weeks the Caribou plant will use the 
•water of Butt creek, impounded by 
Butt valley dam, which has a ca- 
pacity of 100,000-acre feet 
Lake 
Almanor now impounds 300.000-acre 
feet, or 100,000,000,000 gallons of 
•water, the largest artificial storage 
reservoir in the world 


SECOND XUXSTEL. 
In addition to the 9200-foot Butt 
creek tunnel, a second 
tunnel to 


X.ake Almanor, 11,200 feet, is now 
being completed. 
The bore is cut 
and the concrete lining is going in. 
At the Caribou plant the current 
generated is being stepped from 11,- 
000 volts at the generator to 165.000 
volts on transmission lines. 
TKis is 
a world's record in voltage and is 
carried on aluminum cables. 
The Caribou plant is the second 
largest hydro-electuc plant in Cali- 
fornia, being exceeded only by the 
Eig Bend, also on the Feather river 
farther down, which is the largest 
hydro-electric plant west of the Mis- 
sissippi and now 
produces 87,000 
horsepower and feeds into a 110,000 
volt double circuit steel tower trans- 
mission line passing through the Sac- 
ramento valley and terminating at 
Oakland with a connection to the 
Valona substation. 
Tho new Cari- 
bou plant delivers to Valona. 
The 
i transmission system, from which the 
•* Great Western now serves San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland, Sacramento, Napa, 
Martinez, Santa Rosa, Petaluma and 
other California cities, twenty-eight 
in all. eventually will be served by 
seven power plants along the north 
fork of the Feather river. 


FULL, CAPACITY. 


The 
Caribou anct Las 
Plumas 


JJlants and tho company's transmis- 
sion 
lines, 
substations, submarine 
cables and distribution system rep- 
resent the work of a period of prac- 
tically ten years. 
It is stated that inside of fifteen 


5-ears the ultimate development of 
the company's power sites along th« 
Jfcathcr river will produce the full 
capacity of its holdings, or 640,000 
horsepower, at an estimated addi- 
tional outlay of $200,000,000. 


The efficient and economical de- 
Tclopment possibilities of the Big 
Meadows lands, the site of Lake Al- 
manor, make this future program 
of hydro-electric production possi- 
ble. 
These meadow lands consti- 
tuted a natural reservoir site, 40 
square miles in area and 4450 feet 
above''seh/'level. By increasing the 
height of the Big Meadows dam, 
built in 1913, the entire area can be 
flooded to an average depth of 40 
feet, increasing the present storage 
to 408,000,000,000 gallons of water> 


This water, passed through tho 


two tunnels and Hie watershed of 
Butt valley to Caribou power house, 
and now used by Las Plumas power 
house, 65 miles down the river, can 
bo used over and over again in five 
more power houses to be built on 
as many sites down the river until 
the full drop of 4000 feet to a point 
near Orovllle is utilized. 


Most of Caribou's 59,000 horse- 


jx>wer will be utilized at once, so 
great is the demand for hydro-elec- 
tric po*ver in the industrial develop- 
ment of fhe state.

FREIGHT RATES OBSTACLE. 
"^Because freight rates are holding 


"Western produce out of the Eastern 
markets, Argentina is coming into 
prominence as a supply source for 
Agricultural goods in the Eeastern 
states. Brazil is preparing to com- 
pete -with Argentina in this respect, 
As a result the Western farmer will 
tend, it is expected, to abandon spe- 
cialized farming and to raise pro- 
duce primarily for his own family, 
taking care that any surplus he may 
ubtain is of a nature than can be 
easily marketed.

The cost of crime in California. 
the reasons tor criminals and many 
other matters deemed worthy of the 
attention of every thoughtful citizen, 
were demonstrated during the week 
at .the Auditorium by the Board of 
Education in a series ot charts 
which covered the whole situation 
and pointed to the improvement un- 
der the Americanization and 
"com- 


munity school system. 
The charts show that crime lias 


. cost California $55,000.000 in 
one 
.year, while education cost S45.000,- 
000. It-is argued that more educa- 
tion and less crime is a desirable 
goal for the state. 
I 
The series of ten statistical charts ! 
issued by the Board o£ Education i 
and put. on display during the May! 
festival of the schools at the Audi- 
torium attracted large groups of vis- 
itors. 


The cost of crime in California i 
was brought 'out with the following 
figures: 
In 1913 to 1913 crime cost 
the state of California 537,153,470; 
in the year 1920 to 1921 crime cost 
California $55,730',206. The cost of 
public education in California for 
1919 to 1920, including" kindergart- 
ens, elementary schools and high 
schools was only $47,455,957. 
The 
school department concludes from 
this that it is cheaper for society 
to educate its people in schools than 
in courts and prisons. 


"DROP-OUT" CRIMINALS 
Where our ci'iminals come from 
was '.another subject handled in a 
chart 
Prom a study made at the 
state penitentiary among 881 con- 
victed persons, it was found that 607, 
or SI. 3 per cent of them all, came 
from, those who had dropped out of 
school at or below the eighth grade. 
Only 174 convicts, or 19.7 per cent 
ol them all, came from people who 
d graduated from the eighth, grade 
school or above. Less than one 
five of the convicts studied was 


an elementary school graduate. -Of 
the 1994 convicts in San Quentin in 
March, 1921, only one in three is 
an elementary school graduate and 
only one in twelve is a high school 
graduate. 
From this the school au- 
thorities conclude that 
criminals 
come fro'm the school drop-ont class. 
How Oakland schools try to pre- 
vent school drop-outs is the subject 
of another chart. - For those who 
formerly dropped out of school about 
the age». of 14 the following special 
means have been provided to con- 
tinue 
their 
training: 
Vocational 
classes provide for 4216; part-time 
classes provide for 603;, special; op- 
portunity classes, and typical ..classes 
provide for 17S6, malting total pro- 
vision in Oakland for children who 
usually drop out to the number" "ot"

nomic as distinguished from political reform."

There is p. disconcerting amount of truth, in the 


? above. Not disconcerting because of the invita- 


tion to examine =the justice of the claim for equal 
conditions of living and the comforts of life, but 
because of the habit of so many people to place 
no importance whatever upon the high and virtu 
ous privilege of making conditions to their liking 
.out of the equal opportunities and equal rights 
they enjoy. 


It is true that a century or so ago the burning 


passion of the civilized world was that of the 
people in all countries to achieve a status and a 


* condition wherein they would enjoy equal oppor- 


tunities and equal rights. That passion has been 
gratified over a larger area of the earth's surface 
than the most sanguine leaders of the fight for 
liberty a century ago dreamed. And under the 
exercise of this new political liberty a century 
passed in which was recorded many times more 
intellectual, political and material progress than 
IB any other century of human life. 


Now, as Mr. Taft points out, the admirable 


vigor, the high vision, the energizing fuel of this

THE "JAPANESE" COMMITTEE. 


Upon the 
motion of Senator Johnson of 


California a new congressional committee has been 
created, informally and outside the regular juris- 
diction of Congress, to watch over the so-called 
Japanese immigration problem in the United 
States. This committee is composed of the entire 
congressional delegation of California and of one 
Senator and one Representative from each of the 
Pacific Coast and Ilocky Mountain States and 
Texas. 


The purpose of this committee, according to 


Senator Johnson, is to 'endeavor to present the 
Western viewpoint on the Japanese immigration 
and land ownership question, not only to Congress 
but to the country generally. It has not been 
organised, 
the assurance is forthcoming, 
to 


embarrass the State Department in the negoti- 
ation of international questions, but rather with 
the intention and hope to be of real service to the 
Federal government by enabling the government 
more easily to become acquainted with facts and 
conditions pertaining to the West, with which 
thetiew committee claims to be familiar. 


The idea at the bottom of this organi/ation of a 


committee of Western Congressmen is that the 
Japanese immigration question in California is 
not a local question but a national one. It is 
guided by the belief that the spirit and letter of 
the law prohibiting land tenure by aliens inelig- 
ible to citizenship in California should be adopted 
in all the States. 


It is entirely proper and apparently commend- 


able that the senior Senator from California has 
attempted to put the Oriental immigration ques- 
tion on a national basis. For Sn this there is the 
hope that it will be considered in a broad per- 
spective and from the larger viewpoint of the 
nation's interest. 
And it should mean less 


likelihood that another State political campaign 
will introduce the anti-Japanese agitation as a 
vehicle in which certain fore-handed candidates 
may ride into office. 
( 


Trusting the declaration that the new commit- 


tee has ,no purpose to embarrass the national 
government in the conduct of international 
affairs, it is possible to express satisfaction that 
the committee has been created. It ought to con- 
stitute a body of sober and intelligent thought 
wherein the ill-tempered and passionate schemes 
of ubiquitous individuals may 
be carefully 


examined and have their merits tested. 


Taking account ot the consider- 


able usurpation ot the horse in army 
service by the tractor and the vari- 
ous forms of motor propulsion, that 
the government should find itself 
with surplus harness of the value of 
twenty-five millions Is likely to pro- 
voke thought.

A BUDGET OF FACTS ON 


OLIVES AND OLIVE OIL 


Domestic Industry Produces 4% of Pickled Green Olives 


and 2% of- Oil Consumed. 


By DR. FRANK M. StTRFACE. 


WASHINGTON. May 7. — Para- 


graph 11 of section 1 of tha emer- 
gency tariff bill provides that a duty 
shall be levied on olive oil of 40 cents 
per gallon la bulk and 60 cents per 


In containers of less than five 


gallons. Paragraph 28 provides that 
olives In brine shall be subject to a 
levy of 25 cents per gallon and olives 
in solutions to 5 cents per pound 


The present rates of duty on olive 


oil are 20 cents per gallon on edible 
oil In bulk and 30 cents per gallon in 
containers of less than five gallons 
each. .Unedlblo oil and foots are ad- 
mitted free. The proposed tariff re- 
places the Aldrich duties on these 
products. 


The American olive growing indus- 


try Is located In California and to a 
small extent In Arizona. 
About 40 


per cent of the domestic olive crop is 
ciushed for ell, the remainder being 
used for pickling and particularly for 
canning as ripe olives, of which the 
United States has a virtual monopoly. 
There are something like 40,000 
acres planted to olive trees in tha 
above named states. Something over 
half of these are In bearing. 
The 


production of pickled olives Amounts 
to about 750,000 gallons, ot which SO 
per cent are black or ripe Olives. The 
pickling of green olives has never 
been a successful industry in this 
country, the total production being 
only 150,000 to 200,000 gallons.

Diseases of the Eyes; 


What to Do_About a Sty

Nature has many ways of mani- 


festing her displeasure. If you abuse 
your body by overwork, by lack of 
sleep, by improper food, by neglect 
of any sort, there will 
be found 


somewhere the signs and symptoms 
of ill health. 


We have no more beautiful 
than the eyes. They ape wonderS 
organs, covered and protected by the 
eyelids. In health the lids are flex- 
ible, free from blemish, unmarred 
by congestion, scales or secretion. 


When you begin to neglect the 


rules of right living the eyes are the 
llrst of the organs to tell the story. 
The eyelids especially are prona to 
refject certain health aeviauons. 


The first of the disorders 1 shall 


mention is "blepharitis." This word 
means Inflammation of the eyelids. 
It is characterized by the formation 
of scales and flakes on the margin 
of the lids. When these are washed 
off the lids are found red and in- 
flamed. 


It is not uncommon in blondes to 


observe :edness OL the edges of the 
lidb, as. if the person had been cry- 
ing. In the moinmg there may be 
a sticking" together of the eyelids. 


In another form of "blepharitis" 


tiny ulcers torm and the Jashes fall 
out In this type there u> itching and 
discomfort. 


"Blepharitis" is the result of 


neglect of the rules ot hygiene, losa 
of sleep, eye-&tram, nasal catarrh, 
exposure to dust and smoke, and 
any run-down condition of the gan- 
eral health. 


"Hordeoulum" or "sty" is another 


common disease of the edge of tha 
eyelid. It is due to an inlectiou of 
the hair follicle of one of the eye- 
ads. 


Bye strain, constipation, derange- 


ment of the stomach and run-down, 
health are the underlying causes. 


Stys sometimes follow blepharitis, 


and are likely to come in ' crops." 


"Chalazion" is a further disease 


of the eyelids. It is due to the ob- 
struction of a minute duct leading 
from a tiny gland near the edge ot 
the lid. The purpose of these glanda 
is to furnish a lubricating fluidy to 
keep the lids from becoming drjjor 
sticking together. 


If the drainage canai of one 


these glands 
becomes obstructed 


there is a gradual accumulation with- 
in the gland and ultimately thisipro- 
duces a swelling or tumor of the eye- 
lid. Occasionally the contents will 
become infected, with pus formation 
antl ulceration. 


If your eyes have always been 


healthy and the lids unblemished, the 
development of one of these condi- 
tions should cause you to give con- 
sideration to any possible cause for 
the trouble. If it is congestion due to 
strain the eyes should be tested to 
see if glasses are needed. 


If there has been itching or dis- 


comfort, causing you to rub your 
eyes, you fchouid break yourself of 
the habit and attempt to relieve the 
symptoms by bathing your eyes in 
hot water. A simple lotion of boric 
acid——five grains to one ounce—will 
promote comfort. 


A eimple ointment of yellow oxide 


of mercury, 1 percent, rubbed into 
the lashes at night will improve all 
these various ailments. 


Pulling out the eyelash in the 


dle of the sty will sometimes give 
enough drainage to promote the cure. 


If pus forms, or if the trouble pro- 


gresses y^u should see your doctor 
for further treatment. 


Needless to say, any gastric, In- 


testinal or abdominal trouble should 
be corrected.

Italy had required Great Britain and 
France to accept in April, 1915, "be- 
fore she consented to declare war 
against the Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire, committed the entente powers 
to the recognition of Italy's right to 
certain territorial acquisitions at the 
expense of Austria-Hungary in the 
event of the defeat of the central em- 
pires. 
By the boundary litvs agreed upon 
in the pact, Italy would obtain cer- 
tain important islands and ports on 
the Dalmatian coast in addition to

When this agreement was signed 
the dissolution of Austria-Hungary 
was not in contemplation, or at least.

agreement was essentially strategic 
and based -primarily ,on consider- 
ations of Italian national safety. As 
long as, the empire existed as a great 
power- the boundary of the pact of 
London, so far as it related to the 
Adriatic littoral and islands, was not 
unreasonable or the territorial de- 
mands excessive.

How To Straighten 


Used Copper Wire 


Stray pieces of copper wire have 


many uses, but it is often necessary 
to straighten out wire that has al- 
ready been used before it can be 
employed again. See that there are 
no sharp bends or kinks in the wire 
and straighten out by hand any of 
theso which are found.

This bill was withdrawn by the au- 
thor when he was shown that it 
would cost a great deal of money 
and that the automobile owner was 
already burdened in enough way*.

which would have taxed motor buses | 
on their carrying capacity far above 
the rate they are now paying, prac- 
tically putting motor bus transporta- 
tion companies out of business. All 
were dropped at various times ex- 
cept one, the Shearer bill, which pro- 
vides a tax of 2 per cent on gross 
income in lieu of all other taxes.

More than 90 per cent of all mo- 
torists make a practice of throwing 
out the clutch when coasting down 
hill. The reason they give is that 
"It saves the 
motor, 
clutch and 
transmission." In this they are In 
error, for such practice not only Is 
dangerous, but 
is 
detrimental to 


those very parts which he would j 
save. 
"In some states, especially in the 


•west, a driver caught going down hill 
•with his clutch released is severely 
aealt with and over in France during 
the war, a driver caught doing this 
•was put m the guardhouse," 
says 
Chas. L. Hebrank, local distributor of 
Chandler and 
Cleveland Six cars. 
"There is no excuse for doing it and 
we always urge 
our 
dealers and 


salesmen to caution 
all 
owners 
against such practice. 
• "Naturally, 
when approaching a 
decline, the vehicle is slowed up so 
that the motor ib turning over very 
slowly. On releasing the clutch the 
car is no longer held back by the 
compression of the motor and gains 
speed at every revolution of 
the 


•wheels. Very often, if the hill ib at 
all long, the speed attained alarms 
the driver, who then applies his 
brakes. 
A brake when new under 
ordinary conditions would be suffi- 
cient to stand the car on end, or 
throw the driver through the wind- 
shield, will fail to hold very often 
when'jammed on at high speed on a 
down grade. It often happens that 
if the road is rough the wheels will 
leek and skid around perhaps throw- 
ing the car over a bank. 
"There is 
no 
better Tjrake for 
mountain or any other grades, than 
the compression 
of the cylinders. 


Often It is necessary to supplement 
that braking effect with the service, 
or emergency brakes, but with the 
clutch m(and the motor turning over 
slowly you'always have the car un- 
der control and are far less likely 
to skid if you should come to a slip- 
pery spot, as you often do in the 
mountains, especially in the early 
spring when the snow is melting-. 
"It is also very bad practice to re- 
lease the clutch at the top of a 
grade and then let it in again farther 
down, if the grade is at all steep, as 
the increase in speed is often more 
rapid than you realize and if the 
clutch grabs hold, something must 
give away. My advice to car owners 
is to use compression and save your 
brakes."

A Rare Writ 


The writ issued by'Judge Shortall, upon which 


Thomas Mooney was brought from San Quentin 
last Monday in the eternal effort to mitigate his 
life sentence for the fatal bombing on that da^ in 
1916 when San Francisco went on parade to 
1e«rfify it« approval of being prepared for war 
emergencies, is so rare as to set all the attorneys 
to searching law dictionaries to find jnst what a 
writ ''Audita querela-'5 is. It is said that it never 
before was invoked in this country, thongh it is 
very old in the common law, having been resorted 
to as far back as 1337 by an imprisoned English 
bishop, who gained his liberty through it. I

An Old-Time Publication 


The mention of Figaro recalls an old-tiuie pub- 


lication 
which was an institution in its day. 


though attracting no considerable attention as it 
was issued. Tt was an undersized sheet of the 
chcapesl paper, indifferent typography and poor 
presswork: yet year after year it contained the 
program of every place of entertainment, which 
included the cast, the name of the proprietor, the 
lessee. Ihe leader of the orchestra and oil con- 
nected with it in important capacities. Also stage 
and theatrical gossip, though this was noi always 
original or carefully edited. The leading theaters 
would naturally come first, and the programs 
would shade off to the less important, till the last 
would be of inconsiderable places patronized by 
the Submerged Tenth. Tt can thus be understood 
Ihat a complete file of Figaro in succeeding years 
was a compendium of information of Hie stage 
such as could be found nowhere else in such com- 
pass, if at all. How it was regarded was illus- 
trated by Hie grief of '"Doc" Leahy. In Hie library 
t.'.oms of the Tholi Oprru House at the tiiv.e of 
its destruction in the great fire was the com- 
pletest theatrical library in San Francisco. The 
dramatic bibliography included original manu- 
scripts of ninny celebrated plays, opera scores, 
biographies of noted authors, actors and com- 
posers, and a prodigions mass of photographs nnd 
souvenirs from celebrities; but his greatest grief

Coastwise Steamships 


The ship strike came at a time when coastwise 


steamers were inaugurating some innovations out 
of the port of San Francisco. Two rather import- 
ant happenings occurred, but only one of them 
was noticed particularly in the press. The arrival • 
and departure-of the Yale was duly heralded*. 
With the Harvard this vessel resumes Hie eight- 
een-hour service to Los Angeles. The Harvard is 
in the dry-dock, but will be running in June. The 
second event was Hie inauguration of service, via 
this port, between Portland, Los Angeles and San 
Diego. Before the war there were two lines ^oper- 
ating on regular schedules between Portland and 
Los Angeles, one of which included San Diego. 
The San Francisco and Portland Steamship Com- 
pany, with the Bear, Beaver and Rose City, made 
regular trips as far as San Pedro. The ^forth 
Pacific Steamship Company, with the Koanoke 
and George W. Elder, went Hirough lo San Diego. 
But of late 1lic San Francisco and Portland 
Steamship Company has made San Francisco its 
southerly terminus, and the old North Pacific 
Company is no more. 
On Monday, therefore, 


when the Pacific Steamship Company started 
direct weekly sen-ice be I ween Portland and San 
Diego, with stops here and in Los Angeles, it was 
really an important occurrence. The company 
has temporarily discontinued its line to Mexican 
and Central American ports. The loss of the 
steamer Governor was a great blow to the line, 
Tt ranked with the President as the largest vessel 
in coastwise service. The Queen is now on the 
Governor's run. 
Fortunately the strike did not 


hit the trans-Pacific lines. The Matson Naviga- 
tion Company, which has Hie mail contract with 
the Hawaiian Islands, proved 1o be sailing under 
a lucky star again. 
This corporation, which 


operates one of the largest fleets out of this port, 
was one of the few concerns which was not hurt 
when the end jug of Hie war caught so many ship- 
ping men napping and causr-d a host of failures. 
McNab's Idea Adopted

after Hie fire of 1000 Gavin McNab told the Com- 
mittee of Forty then engaged in reconstructing 
the tii,v that Tlincon Hill should be levelled, nnd 
the material used in filling Islais Creek.

Motion picture directors *n so- 
toy to be conspicuous by their ab- 
mnce in a new film production 
that is about to be launched In lx>s 
Angeles, Francis Ely Paget. noted 
screen writer wno »tts formerly on 
Benjamin B. Hampton's author 
staff, is head of the new produc- 
ing project and is author of the 
story and continuity of the initial 
production. 


Tears of experience 
with the 
Olms have convinced Paget that 
the ordinary "director" as he li 
used at present is not only nnn'ec- 
pssary. but detrimental to the ar- 
tistic and financial success of pic- 
ture production.
